This action came as the Ready 
Mix Material Dealers Associa- 
tion, representing employers, an- 
nounced it had accepted a rec- 
ommendation by the circuit 
court grand jury that an arbitra- 
tion board be named to end the 
strike. 

“We concur completely and 
will arbitrate immediately,” the 
dealers said in a telegram sent 
to Robert Guion, grand jury 
foreman, by Michael J. Aubu- 
chon, association attorney.

The union’s rejection of arbi- 
tration was made at a g 
attended by about 400 of the 
550 striking members of Local 
682 at the Teamsters’ hall, 4141

Richard Kavner, representing

“The action by the member- 
ship today rules out any possi- 
bility of arbitration. The posi- 
tion of the union now is that the 
dispute must bé settled through 
collective bargaining and only.

The striking members also 
voted to withdraw “all compro- 
mises made by the union during 
course of negotiations and to 
proceed to negotiate on the basis 
of original demands,”

Kavner said, following the 
hour-long session, that the union 
“is ready to resume negotiations 
whenever the contractors are.” 

Besides re-affirming confi- 
dence in their leaders, the strik- 
ers voted to appoint a 15-mem- 
ber committee to study legal 
procedure in connection with the 
strike and to strengthen the 
strike effort.” 

Although the union did not 
specifically reject the recom- 
mendation by the grand jury, 
which requested answers from 
both sides by 2 p.m. Thursday, 
today’s vote was considered tan- 
tamount to a rejection.

Some of the prisoners spent 
almost. all 37 months of the Ko- 
rean war in bleak prison camps 
in North Korea. 

They will return to freedom at 
this neutral center where Allies 
and Reds met for two years and 
finally signed an armistice July 
27. 

The Allies are giving the Reds 
74,000 prisoners—69,000 North 
Koreans and 5000 Chinese—at 
the rate of 2400 able bodied and 
360 sick and wounded daily. 

On the eve of the great ex- 
changé, Red Cross representa- 
tives from both sides crossed 
the line at Panmunjom to begin 
inspection of prisoner camps 
and to comfort the homebound

PRICES GOING UP 
FOR MILK, COFFEE, 
BAKERY PRODUCTS 


St. Louisans today faced in- 
creases in the price of milk, 
bread, other bakery products 
and coffee. 

Home delivery price of milk 
went up one cent a quart today 
to 23 cents for Grade A and 24 
cents for homogenized. Spokes- 
men for the dairies, who pointed 
out milk is two cents cheaper 
than a year ago, attributed the 
increase to higher production 
costs. ‘ 
Prices of bakery goods in re- 
tail bakeries have increased 
about 10 per cent, Leroy J. 
Kulla, president of the Master 
Bakers’ Association, said. At 
one bakery wrapped bread sold 
for 20 cents a loaf, two cents 
above the old price. The increase 
was related to a new five-day 
work week for bakers effective 
last Saturday. 

One 9 chaln boosted 
coffee pr three cents a 
pound on its own brand of bag- 
packed coffee, bringing the new 
price on three grades to 84 to 86 
cents. Other chains were ex- 
peeted to follow. The increase 
reflects reports of frost damage 
to coffee trees in Brazil, it was 
reported. 


ONLY 57% HOURS 
OF SMOKE IN CITY 
DURING 12 MONTHS 


There were five and one-half 
hours of moderate smoke occur- 
ring on three days of the fiscal 
year ending last April, compared 
with 14% hours on seven days 
in the preceding year, Smoke 
Commissioner James H. Carter 
announced in his annual report 
made public today. 

The figures on moderate 
smoke in the last few years have 
become so small “as to be indi- 
cative of nothing except that 
smoke as we used to know it is 
virtually absent from the city’s 
atmosphere,” Carter commented. 

A total of 8033 observations of 
industrial chimneys resulted in 
finding 401 violations, he said. 

Best performance in smoke 
elimination was shown by kilns 
and refractories, principally 
through the use of low volatile 
coal and gas as fuel. Railroads 
also came in for condemnation. 

Out of 10 smoke violations 
taken to court, nine ended in 
fines and one was nol-prossed. 
Four charges of selling or using 
illegal coal resulted in four con- 
victions.

Power of FPC Over 


Dam Sites.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4— 
Warning that the developing 
federal power policy constitutes 
a “take away” of proportions 
greater than the “give away” of 
off-shore oil lands, 17 Senators, 


including Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, introduced 
a bill yesterday to curb powers 
— the Federal Power Commis 
sion. 


The bill would require af- 
firmative congressional approval 
before the FPC could issue to a 
private utility a license to con- 
struct a hydroelectric dam in 
any river basin where Congress 
had authorized, or was consider- 
ing authorizing, a basinwide de- 
velopment plan. 


If such a law were on the 
books now the FPC would be 
blocked from considering any 
application such as that of the 
Idaho Power Co., which is now 
before the FPC seeking permis- 

. sion to construct three small 
dams on the Snake river, in the 
Columbia river basin. If Idaho 
Power is permitted to construct 
its dams, they would forestall 
completion of a much larger 
multi-purpose dam contemplated 
by the Bureau of Reclamation 
and Army engineers. 

Other sponsors, besides Hen- 
nings, are Democratic Senators 
Jackson and Magnuson, both of 
Washington, Hill and Sparkman, 
both of Alabama, Murray and 
Mansfield, both of Montana, 
Humphrey of Minnesota, Leh- 
man of New York, Green of 
Rhode Island, Gillette of Iowa, 
Douglas of Illinois, Kefauver of 
Tennessee, Johnson of Colorado, 
Kerr of Oklahoma, Senator Lan- 

er (Rep.), North Dakota, and 
orse (Ind.), Oregon.

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STERLING AREA'S RESERVES 
UP $89,000,000 IN JULY 


LONDON, Aug. 4 (AP)—Re- 
serves of the British-led sterling 
area gained $89,000,000 during 
July pushing the group’s re- 
serves up to $2,456,000,000, the 
treasury announced today. 

The rise was unexpectedly big. 
The reserves of Britain’s world-

The storm signals are flying for St. Louis's 
program of slum clearance and urban redevelop- 
ment. Unless this city and others in the same 
situation take action, they may wake up in six 
months to find that one of the main elements 
of the attack on urban decay has been de- 
stroyed. | 

What happened to the public housing pro- 
gram in the closing hours of Congress has made 
it perfectly clear that the enemies of this pro- 
gram are very close to success in their strenu- 
ous effort to liquidate it. For the first time, 
Congress, in addition to severely limiting the 
size of the program for this fiscal year, has 
stopped dead all planning for future years. 

In theory, the purpose of the stop order is to 
permit the Administration to bring in recom- 
mendations next February. But let there be no 
illusions about this. As Congressman Phillips, 
‘California Republican, frankly told the House, 
the intent of those who wrote this legislation 
was “to liquidate the public housing program.” 

By authorizing the construction of 20,000 
homes this year, but stopping all advance work 
for construction thereafter, the enemies of pub- 
lic housing have dealt a severe blow to orderly 
administration, and they obviously hope to strike 
the final, fatal blow next February.

This was accomplished with the aid of a nota- 
ble retreat by President Eisenhower. Having 
first asked Congress to continue the public 
housing program at the rate of 35,000 homes a 
year, the President at the eleventh hour sup- 
ported not only the reduced program for this 
year, but the ban on planning for future years 
as well. His last-minute message to G.O.P. Ma- 
jority Leader Halleck in the House permitted 
the would-be liquidators of public housing to 
claim Administration backing for their aims. 

All this was done on the initiative of congres- 
sional committees which are supposed to deal 
with appropriations, not with the merits of vari- 
ous Government programs. It was done without 
any public hearings on the substantive issue of 
public housing. It was done without a chance 
for the proponents of public housing to state 
their case, without a chance for sober congres- 
sional consideration of a program which Con- 


' gress established in 1949 after five years of 


earnest, bipartisan study. 

What are the results for St. Louis? They are 
quickly told. The St. Louis- Housing Authority 
now has plans in various stages of development 
for 4602 low-rent apartments to replace slum 
housing. Under federal legislation as it stands, 
St. Louis will be lucky to build 530 of those 
dwellings. In a word, close to 90 per cent of 
this city’s future program has been knocked 
out or jeopardized. 

But much more than publicly-financed low- 
rent housing is involved. Without public hous- 
ing, the hope of enlisting private enterprise in 
slum clearance must be virtually given up. 

Slums cannot be razed unless there is some 
place for the displaced slum dwellers to go. A 
great many of those families cannot afford to 
pay the rents necessary to support privately 
financed housing. They must be accommodated 
in- public housing. That is why the liquidation 
of public housing means the liquidation of the 
broader urban redevelopment program as well. 


Is St. Louis, which has organized to fight de- 
cay, going to stand still for this? If so, it might 
as well kiss goodby to its plans for rebuilding 
the blighted sections of the city with modern, 
well-planned housing. If so, it might as well 
reconcile itself to the continuing decay of the 
central areas, continuing aggravation of the tax 
problem, continuing exodus to the suburbs. 

The problem rests squarely on the doorstep 
of Mayor Tucker and the directors of Civic 
Progress, Inc. If a federal public housing pro- 
gram is to be saved, St. Louis and other com- 
munities with a stake in it must insist that Con- 
gress and the Administration hear their case. 


Two years ago, the late Mayor Darst spon- 


sored a national housing policy conference in St. 
Louis which contributed mightily to saving the 
public housing program at that time. Some such 
initiative is now necessary if the program is to 
be saved again. Congress and the Administra- 
tion must be persuaded that public housing is 
vital to metropolitan progress; that it is backed, 
not only by a few social workers, but by the 
civic leadership of this and other cities. 

Unless St. Louis is teady to take such an inl- 
tiative, decay rather than progress is ahead.

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An Ailment of the Nation 


One of the most costly ailments of the na- 
tional public health is called to the country’s 
attention by the National Association for Prac- 
tical Nurse Education. 

Six or seven times as many practical nurses 
are needed as the 9000 graduated every year, the 
association estimates. This squares with an esti- 
mate by The New York Times in a survey last 
year that the nation is short 50,000 nurses. The 

shortage not only is serious in itself, it

The one truly bipartisan prdposal of the 
Eisenhower Administration thus far was its plan 
to send two Democratic Senators (Johnson of 
Texas and Russell of Georgia) along with two 
Republicans (Knowland of California and Smith 
of New Jersey) on the mission of Secretary of 
State Dulles to Korea. This was dropped when 
Congress did not adjourn Friday, as had been 
planned.

Taft’s Passing Gives Ike a Chance 


WASHINGTON, 


O an extent that is rare in our history, Senator Taft had 

become a symbol of a political party, his own, the Republi- 

can, and had established an identity in which the man and 
the party were merged and could not be separated.

For a parallel of similar ident- 
ity and symbolism, one must go 
back many years and to the 
other of our major parties, back 
to William Jennings Bryan, the 
Democrat, though the two men 
were entirely different in al- 
most every way, having in com- 
mon only that ‘party identity 
and devotion. 


The Power to Wreck. 


Mr. Bryan was nominated 
three times but never elected. 
Senator Taft was a candidate 
for his party’s nomination three 
times, but never nominated. But 
he, like the “Great Commoner” 
from Nebraska, was during all 
the time of his trying for the 
Presidency. the dynamic and 
dominant fact with which his 
party always had to contend. 

Like William Jennings Bryan, 
Senator Taft was regarded as a 
man who could, if he chose, 
wreck the campaigns and admin- 
istrations of others. That was 
dramatically . exhibited so re- 
cently as the last campaign when 
the big question fc~ weeks after 
the convention was whether 
Senator Taft would come warm- 
ly and actively to the support of 
his successful rival, Gen. Eisen- 
hower. 


Taft's Role Recognized. 


When the partnership finally 
Was effected, it is significant of 
the Senator's position in the 
party and his power that Dem- 
ocrats satirically labeled the 
event “the Surrender of Morn- 
ingside Heights,” and everybody 
understood who was surrender- 
ing to whom. 

Though Senator Taft, after the 
Administration took office, 
proved himself a completely 
loyal leader in Congress, yet 
there was always the hidden fear 
that, at some future date, he 
might part company with the 
man in the White House. 

This is not to say that any- 
thing of the kind ever would 
hate happened, but only to 
emphasize that the very fear 


recognized and that it might was, in itsel, rec- 


ognition of the power that re- 
sided in “Mr. Republican.” 

Despite his identity with the 
| Republican party as a whole,

Moderating Influence. 


As Administration leader in 
the Senate, one of Senator Taft’s 
chief values to the President, 
aside from his extraordinary 
capacities as a legislator, was 
the tempering influence he could 
exert on that wing of the party 
of which he was the recognized 
leader — the staunchly conserv- 
ative, anti-internationalist (for 
want of a better term) element 
largely concentrated in the Mid- 
dle West and dominant in key 
positions in Congress. 

His passing removes that mod- 
erating factor. That may prove 
to be a greater loss to the Ad- 
ministration than the loss of 
the strong and. forceful legisla- 
tive leader that he was. 

The fringes of the Taft bloc 
in Congress in particular have 
a nuisance potential that can- 
not be overlooked, as they do 
in the country, itself. They have 
demonstrated that in this ses- 
sion. Senator Taft often was 
unable to restrain them, though 
he somewhat kept down their 
damaging effects. 


Chance for Ike’s Forces. 


For the long range, the in- 
fluence of the Taft wing with- 
in the party should, however, 
be lessened, and that influence 
was often debilitating te party 
unity, especially in the field of 
foreign policy. There is no lead- 
er of the standing and prestige 
of the Ohio Senator now in 
sight to take his place in the 
wing of the party that he domi- 
nated for so long. 

That fortuitous lack would 
seem to give Eisenhower ele- 
ments in the party an oppor- 
tunity to strengthen their po- 
sition. In Congress they have 
a more difficult task than among 
the party rank and file and its 
local leadership in the nation. 
For in Congress they are in a 
minority. 

Only with help from the 
President can they achieve 
what it seems now in their 
power to achieve. He has a real 
chance to make the party over 
somewhat closer to his own 
image.

“One Touch of Venus,” a 
Broadway hit musical comedy of 
10 years ago, was given its first 
presentation by Municipal Opera 
last night, and turned out to be 
a\ pleasant, sophisticated show 
with a certain elan and style, 
a tuneful score by the late Kurt 
Weill and some clever lyrics by 
Ogden Nash, all handled by a 
capable cast. 

The book, by Nash and S. J. 
Perelman, the humorist, has a 
statue of Venus (a quite over- 
dressed one) come to life in an 
art gallery and make love to 
a young Casper Milquetoast of a 
barber, who looks more like 
Russell Nype than he does

Weill's 
score is good all the way 
through, from the celebrated 
“Speak Low,” certainly one of 
the best romantic tunes writ- 
ten for Broadway in the 1940s, 
through “West Wind,” “Foolish 
Heart,” “That’s Him,” “One 
Touch of Venus,” and the amus- 
ing barber shop ballad, “The 
Trouble With Women.” 

As they couldn't get Venus to 
play herself (Muny Opera, I un- 
derstand, couldn't meet ber 
price) the opera péople got the 
next best thing, Kyle MacDon- 
nell. Kyle, a package of well 
rourided platinum-haired beauty, 
dazzling smile, radiant person- 
ality and liquid mezzo-soprano, 
had all the charm necessary to 
make Venus come to life and 
stay that way. She handled her 
songs with spirit, and displayed 
an elastic comedy sense. Nype, 
with his solemn style and ability 
to put character and pungency 
into a song in spite of rough 
and sometimes quavering char- 
acteristics in his voice, made a 
good foil. 

Lawrence Brooks was White- 
law Savory, the art collector, 
who also develops a yen for 
Venus.

Senator Taft Buried in Town 
Where He Lived for 30 Years 


Simple Service in Indian Hill (O.) Church 
as Large Public Memorial Is 
Held in Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
Senator Robert A. Taft was 
buried today in the little com- 
munity which has claimed him 
as its own for three decades. 

His family and about 200 close 
personal friends were the only 


funeral service was read in the 
little slate-roofed Indian Hill 
church. 

Fifteen miles away in down- 
town Cincinnati public officials 
and the public gathered in the 
much larger Christ Church for 
a memorial service. : 

Senator Taft's body was 
brought back here yesterday 
after a state funeral in Wash- 
ington. He died Friday in New 
York of cancer. An estimated 
15,000 persons viewed the 
closed casket yesterday evening 
and last night in a downtown 
funeral home. 

Symbolic Hymn. 85 

Symbolic of Senator Taft's 
life the church choir sang the 
hymn “Fight the Good Fight 
With All Thy Might” as the 
opening hymn of the services at 
the Indian Hill church. It was 
selected by. the family as the 
Senator's favorite. 

In accordance with Episcopal 
custom and the wishes of the 
family, there was no eulogy. 
The Rev. Luther Tucker, rector 


of the church, who conducted 


the service, gave an opening 
prayer an then read three 
Psalms in unison with the 
mourners. There were two. pray- 
ers and the choir sang “Dear 
Lord and Father of Mankind” 
and “Onward Christian Sol- 
diers.” The latter hymns were 
sung as the family and friends 
filed from the church, 

In his opening prayer, the 
Rev. Mr. Tucker departed from 
the standard text to add a 
prayer for the Congress of the 
United States, suggesting that 
it now needed divine guidance 
more than ever. 

Members of the family occu- 
pied the first three pews on the 
left side of the church. They

Overhead Garage Doors. 


IRST we got the automobile 

and then we had to have a 

garage to put it in. After we 
had a garage we needed doors 
and when we got doors we found 
that you needed to be a circus 
strong man to close them. After 
a good many years someone fig- 
ured out the overhead garage 
door and this seems to have 
licked the preblem — except 
when the door starts to act up. 

Probably the number one 
cause of overhead garage door 
trouble is people who like to 
nudge the door frame with the 
car when they enter or leave 
the garage. This throws the 
tracks and door out of line and 
means that you'll have to de- 
vote several hours to getting 
them back where they belong. 
The best remedy for this trouble 
is a few driving lessons. 

As overhead doors run on 
tracks it’s important that the 
tracks be clean and properly lub- 
ricated. Bits of dirt and sand 
mixed in with the grease ap- 
plied to the tracks will make 
the door move with a good deal 
of effort. Dirty grease can be 


removed from the metal tracks 


with kerosene. 

The correct tension on the 
springs that work the doors is 
another important point to check 
if the doors open with difficulty. 
Most springs have adjusting 
screws or nuts that can be 
turned up to shorten the spring 
and increase its tension.
